Canada will welcome them because it is now generally recognized that | 
this Dominion needs population and needs it badly. No other country in 
the world with anything like the same population is attempting to carry the | 
same burdens and provide the extensive national services for its people that | 


Canada is. | Nor is there any other country of ‘small population where the 
extent of the national territory is so, vast, and, as a result, settlement so 
eparse and scattered, 


During the last half century this Dominion has ,povred out money uke 
water in order to. build railways, improve waterways and harbors, erect publie 
buildings, provide. public services of all kinds, open up the country for settle- 
ment, and deyetop its natural resources. Without most of these services the 
huid would not be available for settlement, but, unless that settlement fol- 
lows, the financial burden to be borne by the people who are now here, and 
who. with courage and foresight provided thése services, will crush them, 
especially as on top of the debt created for these national undertakings there 
lins been piled the still greater burden of-a huge war debt. 

The future of the Dominion is inextricably bound up with the securing ot 
a larger population, and a population composed of men 
youths who, instead of being afraid of hard work, will welcome it, and who 
ure prepared for some years to forego the luxuries and pleasures and .some 
of the conveniences of life in order to firmly establish themselves and pro- 
vide a solid foundation for future prosperity and a competence for their 
children. ‘

It is the business and duty, therefore, jock of the Federal.Government 
alone, but of each Provincial Government and each and every. local commun- 
ity, and all national and community organizations, to do their utmost to en | 
covrage and assist the newcomers to make a success of their venture into this 
new land.. These newcomers must, as already stated, depend jargely on 
their own initiative and efforts, and unless they ‘do they cannot» succéed, 
either in Canada or elsewhere, no matter what may be done for them, But 
those other things which the individual cannot do or provide, but which aré 
absolutely @ssential to success and permanency in settlement, must be at- 
tended to by the community and the state.

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LOOKING BACKWARD 


T has been said that in this 
country we are prone to toc 
soon forget the great men of 
the past who are so closely con 
nected with the laying of its 
foundations. 

It is good news, therefore, tc 
learn that an organization in 
the east now has plans under 
way to commemorate in Ottawe 
on April 13th nert, the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth 
of Thomas D'Arcy McGee, one 
of the fathers of Confederation. 

McGee was an Irishman by 
birth. But although the victim 
of an assassin’s bullet while yet 
a young man, he lived to see the 
dearest wish of his heart ful- 
filled in the consummation of 
the movement fora united Can- 
ada. And the part he played in 
the fulfillment of that wish 
stamped his as ‘one of Canada’s 
greatest Canadians. 

The service he rendered to 
Canada and the Empire, cram- 
med in to a few years, can neyer 
be truly appraised: -— 

Something of McGee’s breadth 
of vision may be seen in the fol- 
lowing from a speech he made 
just prior to confederation: - 

“I see in the not remote distance 
one great nationality, bound like the 
shield of Achilles, by the blue rim of 
ocean. I can see it quartered into 
many communities, each disposing of 
its internal affairs, but all bound to- 


winding Assiniboine; the . five-fold 
dakes, the St. Lawrence, the Ottawa. 
the Saguenay, the St. John and the 
Basin of the minas. By all these 
flowing waters, in the valleys they 
fertilize, in all the cities they visit 
in their courses, I see a generation 
of industrious, contented, moral men 
free in name and in fact—men cap- 
able of maintaining in peace and in 
war a constitution worthy of such a 
country.” 

This is supposedly an age of 
speed and action. But we should 
turn once in a while to the story 
of the men of bygone days, to 
marvel anew at their indomit' 
able courage and achievements, 
and thereby get from them 
many lessons for the present. 
Of these none will give more in- 
spiration and encouragement 
than the words of D’Arcy 
McGee who on another occasion 
said: 

“We Irishman, Protestant and Ca- 
tholie, born and bred in a land “of re- 
livious controversy, should never for- 
get that we now live and act in a 
land of the fullest religious and civil 
liberty. All we have to do is, each 
for himsef, to keep down dissensions 
which. ean only weaken, impoverish 
ant keep back the country; each for 
himself to do all he can to increase 
its wealth, its strentgh and its repu- 
tation; talent, to hail every invention, 
to cherisn every game of art, to. fos- 
er evesy gleam of authorship, to hon- 
or every acquirement and every nat- 
ural gift, to lift ourselves-to the level 
of our destinies, to’ rise above all low 
limitations and narrow  cireumserip- 
ttions, to cultivate that true cathe 
licity of spirit whieh embraces all 
«reeds, all classes and all races, in 
order to make’our boundless province 
so rich in known and unknown re- 
sources, a greater new northern 
nation.” ree 

The above paragraph shows 
the value placed on the individ- 
ual, by its author. If we all to- 
day realized more fully that 
every individual, no matter 
what his position or station, has 
some part to play in the affairs 
of the country, the most cher- 
ished hopes and the predictions 
of the men of the past would 
soon be realized. 


Under ordinary conditions 


few people have much use for 
the growing custom of appoint- 
ing commissions to conduct the 
business of different branches 
of government. They are ex- 
pensive and usually find out 
things and report their findings 
just as the government of the 
day dictates. There are isolated 
eases, however, when honestly 
constituted commissions ar: 
justifiable. One of these, we 
believe, is a tariff commission 
with the constant changing of 
conditions, which should govern 
the changing of tariffs, a com- 
mission of experts should be of 
valuable assistance to any vov- 
ernment which is honestly try- 
ing to have a fair and equitable 
tariff at all times.
